THE COPPER TRADE—“ BEST SELECTED.” 


Str,—As a general principle, I am decidedly averse to the separation 
of copper ores into distinctive classes for smelting. Ihave, I think, shown 
that it can neither be effected economically, or with the results calculated 
on; but, like all general rules, it has its exceptions, which grammarians 
tell us strengthen the rule itself. The exception, then, may be made in 
the manufacture of ** best selected.” 

If any person accustomed to the working of copper ores will watch care- 
fully the charge in the furnace when preparing the metal for this description 
of copper, he cannot fail to observe what influences are at work on a mixed 
sample of ores, (I am addressing the rule-of-thumb men.) Again, let 
him operate in the assay-office on the ores of individual mines in the usual 
way of assaying and making their regulus, and he will find that a very 
large portion of all ores, which require 4 dwts. of nitre to produce a coarse 
reguline substance of 6 or 7 parts in 20—i. ¢., from 30 to 35 per cent. cop- 
per—that such ores, either separately, or better collectively, may be used 
in making that description of copper, and I am not at all out of the way 
when I say they embrace more than one-half of the ores brought to market.

Sin,—In your Journal of July 5 I notice the remarks of your correspondent, ** An 
Experimentalist,” 9nd would beg in continuation of his suggestions to make the fol- 
lowing queries to him, or any of your correspondents who may be willing and able to 
answer them, or partofthem. You will perceive they embrace some of the principal 
ints of most of the solution processes for reducing ores, many of which are patented, 
ut are not generally known or understood by the majority of your readers :—1. 
Whether the total bulk of the ore is to be subjected to the solution process by means 
of acids, chlorine, or cyanides ; bromine being evidently too expensive to be employed 
for the — 1-2, What means he proposes employing to prevent a very large pro- 
portion of the acids, &c., he mentions, being absor’ and neutralised by the carbon- 
ates of lime and iron, and also by the sulphides of iron and other metals, in the case 
of the employment of nitro-hydrochlorig acid!—3. If he could give any idea of the 
quantity of any of these solvents he would employ for a ton of ore (which shall con- 
tain 15 dwts. of gold, say, value 2/. 7s., free of cost, and be composed of quartz, iron 
pyrites, and calc spar), and in what state of concentration, also, of their approximate 
cost ?—4, What time he supposes it would probably require to effect total solution of 
the metal to be extracted. In what vessels, tanks, or other apparatus, the solution 
should be effected on the large scale; and how the subsequent filtration shouid be 
carried on; and what number might suffice for reducing 100 tons per day? I per- 
fectly agree with your correspondent that the process at present in use for treating 
poor gold ores is very defective, and that it is highly desirable to discover a more 
perfect one; but we should not condemn it too severely before we invent something 
better tosupersede it. Most theorists are apt to neglect too much the cost of the new 
plans of reduction which they propose, as also the diversity of minerals which may 
exist in the ores to be reduced. If it consisted solely of gold and quartz the loss of 
gold would not be nearly so great as it is at present, even by the old process, and, 
perhaps, still less by that now proposed. But your readers conversant with gold ores 
must be well aware that the oxides and sulphides of iron form very important gan- 
gues of gold; the carbonates of iron, lime, and magnesia frequently accompany it, 
and would, I fear, present. a considerable obstacle to the employment of acids in the 
reduction of many gold ores, as well as in that of other metallic ores.

THE GOLD MINES OF VIRGINIA. 


Sir,—In fulfilling my promise to continue this subject, and give you some account 
of the Virginia gold mines, I shall commence with the Garnett and Moseley Company, 
as being the wealthiest, the most extensive in their operations, and the shares com- 
manding the highest priee. This company was formed in 1852, under the Joint-Stock 
Companies Act, with a nominal capital of 50,000/., in 1l.shares. Only 37,000/. of their 
capital has yet been called up, though I hear that the remainder has been raised by 
borrowing. Ont of this sum 25,000/, was paid, partly in money and partly in shares, 
to the late proprietor for the mine, including the machinery and buildings erected 
upon it, and a considerable quantity of ore at surface. 

In making this purchase, the promoters of the company bad apparently good 
reason for believing it to be a very advantageous one. 

A practical miner, many years engaged in gold mining, had surveyed the mine, 
and the following are extracts from his report :— 

** Richmond, Feb. 27, 1852—Gentlemen : Having very recently returned from the 
mining districts of California, for the purpose of having quartz machinery of im- 
proved construction manufactured, I was advised by a friend, before giving orders 
for the work, to visit the mills in the gold mining counties of Virginia. I left New 
York for that purpose, and in 30 hours was in the beautiful city of Richmond. My 
first visit was in Fluvanna county, to the extensive mining works of Commodore, 
Stockton, about 50 miles up James’s River,” &c. After giving some account of these 
works, and those of Messrs. Eidridge and Wiseman, he proceeds:—‘* Seven miles 
from these, in Buckingham county, is situated the mill of Messrs. Moseley and Co., 
and, on the same vein, about 100 yards from their mill, are the works of the Garnett 
Mining Company. The engine and stamping machine of this last-named company, 
which were manufactured by Burdonand Co., Brooklyn, New York, are very superior 
in the arrangements. From representations made by those who had been to the Gar- 
nett and Moseley Mines, I was prepared to examine a strong vein of quartz; I did 
not, however, expect to see a mammoth vein, rivalling in extent any of the celebrated 
beds of California. Several shafts have been sunk, within half a mile, of different 
depths on various parts of the vein, which exhibits the same uniform character, and 
widens as it goes downwards; and ata depth of 20 yardsis 16 feet in thickness, 
throughout the whole length of the bed, and the same uniformity, volume, and thick- 
ness, is found to continue. If 50 tons were taken out per day for crushing, this vein 
could not be exhausted in acentury. I was induced to make experiments to test the 
value and evenness of yield in the rock, and found gold in all parts; and my experi- 
ments determined that gold penetrates the whole mass. There are very rich threads 
leading through the whole length of vein in the galleries opened. Specimens were 
blasted out while I was in the vein, in richness not excelled by the best quartz rock 
in California (I speak from experience, having spent two years in that country), and 
if found by the adventurous prospecting miner there, would make bis heart beat with 
joy in expectation of a speedy fortune. The geological appearance and character of 
minerals in the vicinity of these veins bear a strong resemblance to the placers of 
California, and I hear that over 860,000 has been washed from the surface in the low 
lands around them,” &c. 

It was supposed from this report that the mine would soon pay itself, and, doubt- 











not the coal, mines), yet I defy Mr. Hopkins to show that, taking the good with the 
bad, a profit has not been realised. Above 100 companies are at this moment on your 
Dividend List, and on a good many of them the returns above the actual expenditure 
are almost fabulous. 

If only a fair allowance be made for the over sanguine temperament and the errors 
of inexperienced judgment, I maintain that, notwithstanding the jobbing, the gam- 
bling, and the fraud, which will always attend, more or less, on adventurous under- 
takings, home mining, instead of deserving the wholesale d ation implied by 
your correspondent, is really and truly the most safe, the most sure, and the most 
profitable of all enterprising modes of investment for surplus capital. It should far- 
ther not be forgotten that, even if great losses follow the home mining enterprise, 
they are not attended with bad national results, like money sunk on foreign soils ; 
on the contrary, the nation at large is benefited by the diffusion of capital in the em- 
ployment of labour and skill. 

I have not time to enter more at large on this really interesting subject; I wish 
some more able pen would contribute to its elucidation, for sure I am that it will bear 
enquiry; and I repeat, that of all the great national interests, home mining, on the 
average, offers the surest, safest, and most profitable return, if only common precau- 
tion be exercised in avoiding mere gambling jobs, or enterprises planned to catch the 
unwary. I consider that the new Limited Liability Bill will strike a blow at the reck- 
less jobbing in the mining world; and I look forward to the elevation and the en- 
larged prosperity of this branch of our national industry and enterprise.

“ for some few weeks ;” if he bad, he would have found that the article on this mine 
had appeared but twice. And had he perused the article carefully, he would have 
had but little difficulty in answering the enquiries made to him. I must quote an ex- 
tract therefrom, to show to him and the public generally the true state of the case : 
—‘* A company commenced operations on these mines in 1855, and divided the same 
into 6000 parts or shares, which were not all taken up, and as one of the promoters 
died a short time since, it has been decided by the adventurers to reconstitute the 

pany. It willh forth be divided into 4000 parts or shares, 3000 of which are 
teken. The remaining 1000 will be offered to any gentlemen who may wish to join 
the undertaking.” It will be seen from the foregoing that no ‘‘ new shares” are 
being issued, as the original number has actually been reduced by 2000 shares. I beg 
most distinctly to state that there are no free shares in the undertaking. The first 
2000 were placed at 2/. 12s. 6d, per share, At the meeting, when the alteration took 
place, 1000 other shares were allotted to those holders at 2/, per share, which will 
give a mean price of 2/. 8s. 4d. per share. Now, Sir, I think if Mr. Ennor were one 
of the committee, he would not say that 2/. 10s. per share under those circumstances 
was an unfair price; neither do I think that ls. 8d. per share would deter any one 
from taking shares in the mine, when it is distinctly stated that not one farthing goes 
to any one as commission ; all will be paid into the funds of the mine. 

From the time of the death of the promoter referred to, up to May of this year, the 
affairs of the mine were managed by the local shareholders, and, as is usual, no one 
having direct responsibility, the books were not closely written up. Iwas appointed 
secretary to the mine on May 30, and on the Friday following advertisements ap- 
peared in the Cornish papers, urging the creditors to send me an account of their 
claims. In addition to \— I wrote to all merchants whom I thought likely to have 
supplied the mines who had not sent accounts, requesting also from them a statement 
of their claims, if any were due. Iam still engaged in collecting papers, and pre- 
paring a detailed account of the proceedings of the mines from the commencement 
which shall be publisbed when complete, as the respectable gentlemen connected 
with the mine, both in town and country, have nothing to lose, but everything to 
gain, by publicity. 

After adopting and pursuing the courses mentioned to get at a correct account of 
the liabilities, I consider them to be, in round numbers, about 4000/,, but cannot speak 
positively till my investigation is complete. This, according to the present plans, 
will leave 4500/. for the mine. Now, Sir, for the ‘‘hint.” Ihave read Mr. Ennor’s 
letters from time to time, and his chief complaint against the managers of companies 
is that they are not sufficiently open in stating the money supposed to wanted as 
calls. The object in informing the public that calls might be wanted to the amount 
stated is to avoid disappointment, which would hereafter, perhaps, be called decep- 
tion. It was thought that statement would be commended by all gentlemen who are 
attached to legitimate mining. I hope this will be considered to have answered the 
questions put by Mr. Ennor, and I will guarantee that he has a copy of the accounts 
when completed,—July 17.

SAFETY BLASTING CARTRIDGES. 


- Sr1r,—I observed the letter in your Journal from Mr. Westlake, overlooker of Tree 
venen Mine, on the subject of *‘ Safety Blasting Cartridges,” in which he takes the 
credit of introducing a new system of preventing accidents. This letter appears to be 
a feeler, as I see in the Journal of last Saturday an announcement of his being ama- 
nufacturer of the article, in which he very modestly says, “* and are allowed to be the 
best for the intended purpose ever yct broughtinto use.”’ I don’t know how he finds 
this, as none have yet been used. It is a well-known fact that I originally brought 
cartridges of allowed scientific principles into use for mining, &c.; your Journal, 
from time to time, will prove this fact. I dare say you will remember the paper war- 
fare that went on a few years back relative to *‘ Callow’s Cartridge’s,” the result of 
which invention is too well known, and I was allowed to go onunmolested. Captain 
Norton, the really useful man in scientific principles, admitted all I had urged as 
judicious. Now, it appears that a person who is no miner, no engineer, or no pyro- 
technist, trys to step into my shoes by using, identically in shape, form, &c., cart- 
ridges that have been so long in use. He knew no more than the man in the moon 
the use or manufacture of cartridges till he ordered from me, on January 24, 100 No. 2, 
and 100 No, 3, safety berg cartridges. Apparently after accomplishing his in- 
tended purpose, on March 29 following 100 was returned to me as *‘ being too small,” 
since which I have had no ordersfrom him. His ingenuity goes further by my num- 
bers being reversed, his largest size being called No. 1; mysmallestisNo.1. Head- 
vocates gutta percha and India rubber; both I condemn, having made my first with 
these substances, as is shown in the Hand-book of the Great Exhibition of 1851, sam- 
ples of which are now in the possession of the executors of that greatevent. I donot 
write this in angry feeling, but wish toshow Mr. Westlake a few honest facts. I 
began from philanthropic motives in 1849, but could not urge principals to take up 
the matter, although I offered voluntarily to teach the manufacture. Finding I could 
not succeed, I embarked solely in the trade, and have gone on in it ever since, gra 
dually introducing a system that must, in the end, prove beneficial to the miner, cone 
sequently to the adventurer.

ArtiriciAL Oxrpe or MancAneEsE.—Mr. C, T. Dunlop, of Glasgow, has 
patented improvements in the treatment of the residuum of the chlorine manufacture, 
commonly consisting of chloride of mang » for the obtai tof peroxide of man- 
ganese therefrom, which consists in using carbonate of lime to convert the chloride 
of manganese into carbonate of manganese, and in subsequently converting this car- 
bonate of manganese into peroxide of manganese. It is first necessary to free the 
solution of manganese from the various impurities with which it is contaminated as it 
is received from the stills ofthe chlorine manufacture. The solution usually contains 
more or less free acid, together with chloride of iron and other impurities, and the 
whole of these are effectually removed from it by the addition of either hydrate or 
carbonate of lime, after which there remains a clear solution containing chloride of 
manganese and chloride of calcium. This solution is transferred toa strong cylin- 
drical boiler or other suitable vessel, into which is introduced a sufficient quantity 
of carbonate of lime to effect the decomposition of the chloride of manganese. This 








less, if properly worked, it would have done so; indeed, the non-success of the 
enterprise can only be ascribed to the fact I have before alluded to—viz., the pre- 
sence, in large quantities, of sulphur in the ore, which completely frustrated the pro- 
cess of amalgamation by quicksilver. But although success has been postponed, it 
is still within reach. The immense heaps of sand and tailings, accumulated during 
years of working, and estimated at no leas than 200,000 tons, remain upon the mine, 
and will constitute henceforth, or at least for a few years, the principal wealth of the 
shareholders. Samples of these tailings have been recently experimented upon in 
England, and found to yield on the average upwards of 3 ozs. of gold to the ton, besides 
silver. Larger quantities, tried by Dr. Holland’s process, in America, shows a similar 
result; so that it has now become the chief object of the company to operate upon 
these sands. How far they will be able to carry out their plans time alone will show, 
but I am informed that the directors are experienced and energetic men, so that no 
efforts will be spared by them to realise the property of the sharebolders. Their 
first step, to make the company one of limited liability and to call up the remaining 
capital by an issue of limited liability shares at pars seems to be in the right direction, 
and.I doubt not will be followed by others equally prudent.

MINING AT HOME. 


Sin,—Though not a professed geologist or a professed miner, yet, being a Cornish- 
man, and an interested observer of the progress of mining enterprise, I cannot re- 
frain from remonstrating with Mr. Evan Hopkins for his very wholesale and unre- 
served reflection on the management and results of the application of capital to such 
enterprises. No doubt Mr. Hopkins isa clever geologist, fond of dashing theories 
and startling deductions, which serve to make a noise in the world; for he has also 
the pen of a ready writer to give his fancies and his judgment free scope. Yet, with 
all respect for the genius that is in him, and with all thankfulness for his expose of 
the discreditable doings from which mining enterpise has suffered, as well as railway 
companies, joint-stock bank companies, land and building societies, emigration com- 
panies, insurance panies, patent ies of all kind and descriptions, colliery 
companies, and a vast variety of other modes and associations in which the surplus 
capital of the country seeks employment,—I must say he exceeds the bounds of com- 
mon fairness and correctness in the language used last week in his letter on ** Rating 
Mines to the Poor.” 

Mr. Hopkins says, “the profits derived from the rich mines are not equal to the 
losses resulting from working the unproductive mines.” I take it, of course, that 
he means home mining, because the subject is the home rating; here we join issue, 
although it is really no more than can be truly said of many of the other great inter- 
ests of a purely enterprising character, When a few are successful a rush is made, 
and the field is overdone, like any other trade in which the supply exceeds the demand. 
But Mr, Hopkins’s reflections might just as well be applied against corn growing or 
railway construction, because more than enough capital has been sometimes applied 
to production or to construction. It is very generally known that railways have 
sunk irredeemably 50,000,0007. sterling, or more, in absolutely abortive undertakings, 

et 200,000,000/. in addition have been alsu expended from which profits, more or 
ess, are available ; and, notwithstanding this enormous waste, railway enterprise is 
just now again in the ascendant in the money world! Mining, both at home and 
abroad, employs a very insignificant amount of captial, compared with railways; take 
the last ten years’ returns, and it may be safely assumed that the capital expended in 
railway constraction is twenty times the amount expended on English mines. Even 
allowing for all swindling and imposition, of which we know every kind of enterprise 
has ite share, mining amongst the rest, there is still good reason to know that pro- 
fits largely predominate. . 

But, let us place mining in its true light, and we find many reasons for deprecat- 
ing the wholesale conclusions to which Mr. Hopkins so freely gives his name and 
authority. First, allow for the waste of English money in foreign mine adventures, 
in which Mr. Hopkins has had so much experience. I have a listof the foreign con- 
cerns, with their outlay and results, though I cannot id at this moment place my 
hands on it; I remember, however, that upwards of 12,000,000/. was the amount of 
British capital absolutely squandered in foreign mines since 1840—without a single 
dividend! Two or three such companies have paid dividends (the St. John del Rey 
amongst them), bat the mass have been sad failures. Nothing near so much capital 
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has been applied to the working of the home (I mean, of course, the metal, 


decomposition is brought about by the application of neat, which is carried into effect 
by blowing steam through the materials, this causing at the same time the necessary 
agitation of such materials. The introduction of steam is continued for about four 
hours, or longer, if necessary, after the materials have been brought toa temperature 
of from 260° to 280° Fahrenheat, more or less, a sufficient steam pressure being main- 
tained within the boiler or vessel for that purpose. When a sample taken from the 
boiler shows that all the carbonate of lime is dissolved, and that only carbonate of 
manganese remains undissolved, this portion of the operation may be considered as 
terminated. The carbonate of manganese is subsequently freed from adhering chlo- 
ride of calcium by washing with water, and after being dried is heated or gently cal- 
cined in a furnace, oven, or kiln, incontact with atmospheric air, the carbonate thus 
treated parting with its carbonic acid and absorbing oxygen from the atmosphere. 
When the operation is successfully conducted, a peroxide of manganese, containing 
80 or 90 per cent. of peroxide, is thus obtainable. According to another modification 
of the improved process, the chloride of mang is d posed by simple boiling 
without the aid of extra pressure, by using a carbonate of lime, prepared artificially 
by passing carbonic acid into hydrate of lime, or by using a carbonate of lime pre- 
pared by precipitation of a lime salt by an alkaline carbonate. In this way li- 
quors, or the waste liquors from gas-works, may be used to produce a carbonate of lime, 
the liquor being mixed with chloride of calcium, which also produces a muriate of 
ammonia. The muriate of ammonia thus prepared may be disposed of, whilst the 
carvonate oflime may be used for precipitating chloride of manganese, in which ope- 
ration chloride of calcium is again produced, and may be again used in decom 9 
gas liquor. The novelties of the invention consist of—First, the general process of 
manufacturing an artificial oxide of manganese from the residuum of the chlorine 
manufacture. Second, the mode of producing peroxide of manganese, by gentle calci- 
nation of carbonate of manganese, prepared from chloride of manganese by precipita- 
tion with carbonate of lime. Third, the mode of preparing carbonate of manganese 
from the residuum of the chlorine manufacture, by boiling it undera high or low pres- 
sure with carbonate of lime. Fourth, the mode of preparing carbonate of manganese 
from chloride of manganese, by precipitation with carbonate of lime artificially pre- 
pared. Fifth, the mode of preparing carbonate of manganese from chloride of man- 
ganese by precipitation with carbonate of lime, formed by the precipitation of a 
lime salt, such as chloride of calcium, with an alkaline carbonate, such as gas liquor. 











In Woolwich Dockyard, some experiments are about to be made, for the 
purpose of testing the efficiency of an invention by M. Pimont, which has been in 
constant use, with much success, during the last 18 months, at the principal indus- 
trial establishments on the Seine and in Normandy. Its advantages consist in pre- 
venting the escape of the steam, and of allaying the oppressive heat produced thereby, 
on board her esty’s steamers and in Government factories. The success of the 
experiments is considered to be of much importance in an economical point of view, 
not only in the case of long voyages, when a considerable saving of fuel would be 
effected, but the insufferable temperature, so much complained of by officers whose 
berths are situated in the vicinity of the machinery, would be reduced. 


Ritz ALARM Wuistix.—I this day successfully tested my Rifle Alarm 
Whistle, by firing it from = 4-pounder rifle cannon into the river, near to the 
Rosherville landing place. The shaft of the whistle was formed of sycamore, a foot 
in length, having three projections to fit into the corresponding three ves of the 
gun, which projections partaking of the spiral turn may be called the feathers of the 
bolt, and its head of an empty cocoa nut, having a square hole cut in it like a hum- 
ming-top, and fastened to the shaft by a light tube of brass, the length of shaft gave 
it buoyancy, so that it floated on the water after rising from its plunge intoit. The 
hum or whistle was distinctly heard by those standing at the gun during the time of 
its flight to a distance of 700 yards. This whistle can be improved by having it made 
of Queen’s metal, and may be formed with a double whistle. I have formed it after 
the manner and on the principle of the ancient whistling arrow, and am of opinion 
that such a rifle whistle may be useful in many instances, such as fog at sea, &e.—

This engine (which has been 
all delivered in good time) will go to work by the end of August. The dressing-floors 
are now very nearly finished, with 120 heads of stamps, in thorough working order, 
and when the old nozzles and well work of the stamps engine, which have gone out 
of repair, and have limited our returning powers, are replaced, within the next ten 
days, by the new parts now upon the mine, and when the small additions contem- 
plated are made to the tin dressing apparatus (which will occupy a very short time), 
this department of the works will be complete for stamping and dressing all the tin 
we shal! raise for a considerable period. During the six months ending June 30 we 
have dressed and sold 208 tons 4 cwts. 0 qrs. 3 lbs. of black tin, producing 14.8311. Lls., 
making since the commencement 845 tons, producing 53,989/.

for condensing, have been completed.

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FRIGHTFUL COLLIERY EXPLOSION—114 LIVES LOST. 


A terrible explosion, by which 114 lives were instantaneously sacrificed, occurred 
on Tuesday, at Cymmer Collieries (Messrs, Insole and Co’s.) Rhondda Valley, 14 miles 
from Cardiff. Shortly before 7 o’clock, and after the two “firemen,” whose daty it 
was to examine the pit, and ascertain whether there was any foul air or gas in it, had 
re-ascended, and pronounced all safe, about 140 men and boys went down, of whom 
only twenty-six came up! Before some had even stripped off their clothes to com- 
mence work the explosion took place, and they were hurried into externity. The 
dismay caused by this dreadful occurrence may be imagined, as every family in the 
neighbourhoo | of the works was bereaved of some members, In one house are lying 
five bodies, and the whole of the male members of a dissenting cbapel close at 
hand are also numbered with the dead. The spectacle in the great majority of 
cases was frightful, the major part of the unfortunate deceased having met their 
deaths from the fire, not the choke-damp, the former causing the body to become 
charred, and literally scorched to almost a cinder, while the “‘ damp” causes death 
by suffocation, and leaves but little trace upon the countenance, except an expression 
like that of sleep, At present no cause can be assigned for the explosion, but the 


barometer at the time was falling ; acireumstance which has attended every former 
occurrence of the kind, and which should impose on the overlookers extra caution 
whenever atmospheric changes may be expected. ‘The colliery where the catastrophe 
occurred has been open some 10 years, and employed about 200 mea and boys. The 
day before the explosion was the fair at Cowbridge, in consequence of which, it is said, 
about 40 men and youths were absent from work, and thus their lives were spared, 
It was considered a safe pit, and was believed to be in good working condition, as re- 
, see ventilation, and not much liable to fire. The workings are very extensive ; the 

epth is 81 yards, and the extent underground upwards of a mile. Of the 26 sur- 
vivors, 20 came up uninjured, the place where they were working having escaped the 
‘*damp ;” five men, much bruised, were brought up, but one of them died during 
the day, and the others are in a dangerous state. One youth, brought up in one of 
the first batches, apparently dead from choke damp, was, by the skilful assistance of 
Drs, Davies and Thomas, restored to animation, and it is expected he will! recover ; 
stimulants and the galvanic battery were the means which were successful in his case. 
Measures had to be adopted during the day to revive some of the men who nobly vo- 
lunteered to risk their lives by descending the pit after theexplosion. On Wednesday 
morning, Mr. G. Overton, of Merthyr, commenced an inquest on the bodies, which 
was adjourned for a fortnight. 

A calamity of such a character cannot fail to cause considerable privation to be felt 
in the families whose means of support are gone. In some cases whole houses have 
been bereft of theentire of their male occupants capable of earning a livelihood, whilst 
in others widows have been left with large families. Mr. R. Evans, of the Bank, 
Pontypridd, hasopened a subscription list, and it is to be hoped that his appeal tothe 
benevolent will not be without effect. The subscriptions for the sufferers by the inun- 
dations in France were a given, and we cannot believe that Englishmen will fail 
to respond to a call on behalf of one of the most dreadful colliery explosions which 
has occurred in this country for many years. 

Last week, we also had to record another accident of a dreadful nature at the 
Coalbrook Vale Colliery. At the inquest, Mr. Herbert Mackworth, Government In- 
spector, remarked, that it ought to be more generally known among colliers that 
placing a cloth over the mouth would generally enable them to get out alive. He 
had never known an instance where it had failed; and, further, that had the managers 
and the men carried out the regulations of the inspectors, such an accident could not 
have occurred. In the course of the enquiry regarding this mine, the inspector and 
the proprietor seemed to be at issue regarding the accident. We shall take the op- 
alow | of making further remarks on these momentous questions ; of this we are 
aware, the colliery owners are jealous of the inspectors, whom they suppose interfere 
in their business. The agents disregard the instructions of the inspectors, the men 
are careless, and hence arises that sacrifice of human life, which not only causes so 
much disaster to individuals, but at the same time entails poverty and destitution on 
the surrounding district,

There will probably be a reaction before long, and as the present state of 
the market will prevent new schemes being introduced, and will also put 
a stop to many others which have been struggling for some time past, a 
more healthy state of things may be brought about. Out of the mining 
market new schemes are daily springing up, absorbing large sums of 
money, and for a time locking up still larger sums, for, as no applications 
for shares are now attended to without a deposit of the cash, the premium 
hunters are kept out of their money sometimes for weeks, and then get it 
back without any shares at all. To one foreign railway it is said upwards 
of 300,000/. were sent with applications for shares, and kept by the di- 
rectors three weeks. All these things, by locking up money, tend to check 
business in other stocks. 

Bassets have declined from 410 to 270, so that if the present rate of 
dividends can be kept up, the interest paid will exceed 20 per cent. per 
annum ; and even should they decline to 8/. per share bi-monthly, they 
would be equal to 17$ per cent. upon the present price. South Frances 
declined from 360 to 290; the present rate of dividends (8/. per share bi- 
monthly) is at the rate of 17 per cent., and notwithstanding the fall in 
copper increased returns may give increased dividends. Devon Consols 
keep their price, 395 to 400; the cost of working has been greatly re- 
duced, and the profits in future will be larger.

There can be no question but the sudden reduction of the price of copper 
by the smelters has been productive of great mischief; and that, to a cer- 
tain extent, mining enterprise has been, since the fall, affected by the false 
panic which has been created by the injudicious movement of the smelt- | 
ing body. There certainly can be no adequate reason alleged why the 
price, which had been stationary for over two years, should on a sudden 
experience so great a decrease. It must, however, be borne in mind that | 
the smelting interest, owing to its continued and combined action, has al. | 
ways been able to dominate over both the manufacturers and the miners. | 
This has been owing to the large capital they possess; and however much | 
it is to be deplored that the smelters are enriching themselves unfairly | 
at the expense of the miner, it must be seen in this instance, as well as in | 
many other industrial pursuits, that although rights of labour should be | 
respected, yet capital, by its force, will always command a larger and un- | 
due influence. If independent smelting works are to be established, it | 
must be done with a large capital; not only must they have a great con- | 
nexion among home and foreign mines, for it is to be borne in mind these | 
last are required to flux our more stubborn Cornish ores, but they must | 
be enabled to make advances to mining companies, and give credit to ma- | 
nufacturers. The concuct of the smelters in the recent movement can- | 
not meet with approval ; it must be remembered that they are a powerful 
body, and unless such an union is effected among the miners as will en- | 
able them to become independent of the monopolists, agitation will be | 
useless. In the course of afew weeks, after the supplies of foreign copper | 
ores have come to hand, there is every expectation that the market | 
will rally, and regain its late healthy state.

tons. Cornwall produces no coals; Devonshire yielded 20,300 tons of anthracite and 
lignite, which is unimportant in comparison with other producing localities, Iron ores 
were produced during 1855-6 to the enormous extent of 9,479,657 tons, of which Corn- 
wall gave 24,057 and Devonshire 1500 tons; Staffordshire produced 2,500,000 tona, and 
scotland 2,410,000 tons; Yorkshire yielded twenty times as much as North Wales, and 
halfas much as Staffordshire, yet a few vears ago this all but inexhaustible source 
of wealth lay unwrought in the Cleve!and Hills.

Cornwall produced 8962 tons, being 1502 tons over the previous year ; whi!st Devon- 
shire gave 4035 tons against 4139 tons for the year 1844-5. Silver, chiefly extracted

Of the two bills recently before the Houses of Parliament for altering 
the existing laws of partnership, the one—the Joint Srock ComPaniEs 
Act, 1856—has received the Royal Assert, and from the first day of 
next term will be the law under which all companies having gain for 
their object must be registered, with the exception of the legitimate Cost- 
book mining companies, in Cornwall and Devon; and banking and in- 
surance companies, the latter of which are excluded from its provisions : 
and the other the Parrnersuip AMENDMENT Brix, which was professedly 
to apply the same principle to private partnerships (although 1t is doubt- 
ful whether, in practice, it would not, even in its most amended form, 
have been open to serious objections, from the facilities it gave for prac- 
tising fraud), has been withdrawn. 

The extreme simplicity and clearness of the Act will render its manner 
of operation perfectly intelligible, and a careful reading of its provisions 
cannot fail to render any one of the most ordinary capacity master of the 
subject. The table B is the regulations for the management of all com- 
panies formed under the Act, except such as have framed and registered 
special rules of their own. All intending investors, therefore, should 
carefully study such table, and in the event of having any scheme intro- 
duced to their notice with special rules that in any material degree differ 
from the table B, should be extremely cautious in embarking, as—unless 
it be, perhaps, with regard to a very few exceptional cases—such varia- 
tion should be considered as the opening of a medium for the prastising 
of deception of some kind. It is true, there are some instances in which 
advantage may be derived by committing the management to the entire 
care of one individual, asin the case of a patented invention; but then, 
as regards the disbursement of funds, he should be rendered powerless 
| beyond a certain amount, and the mere exceeding of that limited should 
immediately disqualify him from continuing in office, The managing 
director should on no account be allowed to sign or endorse drafts, which 
| should always be made payable “‘ to order,” and not ‘to bearer,” when 

given by the company ; and, as the sole object of placing the entire power 
in the hands of one individual is that the scheme may be better carried 
out, from his greater familiarity with the subject, it should be specially 
| provided that, in the event of his death, or resignation from other cause, 
| a certain number of persons should be appointed to take the management 
of the concern. 

The greatest attention should be given to the keeping of the books ; and 
whether a managing director be appointed or not, the general board of di- 
rectors should take every opportunity for inspecting the books, and see- 
ing that nochance for deception is allowed. ‘The books must be upon the 
most approved principle of double entry, or the compilation of the balance- 
sheet, as required by the Act, would be almost impossible. To prove this 
we shall, in our next Journal, insert an imaginary balance-sheet, drawn 
up in the proper form. On the Dr. side must be shown the total amount 
received from the shareholders, number of shares, amount paid per share 
(to this must be annexed the arrears of call due to the company, nature 
of arrear, and name of defaulter, the arrears due from any director or 
officer of the company being separately stated), and the particulars of 
any forfeited shares, the debts and liabilities of the company, reserve fund, 
and balance of profit and loss. On the Cr. side must be shown the pro- 
perty held by the company, the debts owing to thecompany, and the cash 
and investments, with the nature of investment and rate of interest, the 
amount of cash, where lodged, and whether bearing interest. 

The particulars required by this balance-sheet are sufficient to prevent 
any material amount of fraud being practised, and the registrar would un- 
doubtedly refuse to register any company whose rules contained any clause 
to change the form; whilst the profit and loss account will give ample 
information relative to the progress of the company, from the date of onc 
meeting to another, 








The Return of the Mineral Produce of the United Kingdom for 1854-55, 
compiled by Mr. Ropert Hunt, F.R.S., Keeper of Mining Records in the 
Museum of Practical Geology, was published in our last Journal, and

It appears that, with the exception of Yorkshire, which has risen from

1,080,000 tons in 1854, to 1,105,000 tons in 1855; the increase im the 
production of Coat has been unimportant ; and, indeed, in many in.

We are perfectly 
aware that it requires great discrimination in alloting shares, and that in 
many instances, not half the applicants intend to pay on their letters;

persons seeking shares a bona fides, and these should have either have re- 
ceived their shares or their money been immediately returned. The cours

THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL, 


[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL.] 
Jury 17.—Mining shareholders have been greatly dismayed, week 


after week, by the fall of the standard; they fancied they saw in it the 
lessening of dividends, and the abandonment of some mines altogether. 
But last weck the standard remained about stationary, and their spirits 
somewhat revived, in the hope that no further depreciation would for the 
present take place. This, indeed, has been asserted, and from a tolerably 


good source of information. If, then, there should be no further fall, to 
any material extent, the proprietors of mines may dismiss their fears ; 
for the rise in the standard during the war was accompanied by a con- 
siderable rise in the prices of mine materials ; and its fall now is accom~- 
panied by a fall in the prices of materials ; so that the pursuit of mining, 


with regard to advantages and disadvantages, retains about the same 
position as before. ee he pee 
At the same time, it cannot be conceded that the mining interest 1s in 


a right position as regards the smelting of their ores. As long as the 
smelters consist of only 10 or 11 companies, who can lay their heads toge- 


ther once a mopth, or as often as they please, and put any price they like 
upon copper ores, the miners must expect to be, more or less, their vic- 
tims. If the smelters wish to reduce the standard, for the purpose of 
making an advantageous purchase of foreign ores which they know will 
soon arrive, they have the utmost facilities for doing so, and can doit, 
although there is at the time a steady demand from the manufacturers, 
and a good trade in copper; and the miners, as now situated, cannot re 
sist the imposition forced upon them : the smelters say the price they will 
give, and the miners must comply, because they must have the cash, or, as 
a vexatious alternative, make calls instead of, perhaps, paying dividends. 
The miners can alone resist the smelters by combining among them~- 
selves, establishing a company of their own, and smelting their own ores. 
In different parts of the kingdom there are soap manufactories, the share- 
holders of which are mostly grocers, who deal with their own particular 
company in preference to others, and on advantageous terms. Why should 
not a Miners’ Smelting Company (having for its shareholders the adven~- 
turers in most of the great mines of the county), smelt by preference, and 
on advantageous terms, the ores of those mines? 

The smelting companies at present existing make enormous profits ; of 
that there can be no doubt. Even at the present time (after they have 
so suddenly reduced cake copper from 126/. to 1072, 10s) they give the 
miner about 22/. per ton less than they sell copper for to the manufac- 
turer. There need be no fear with regard to reasonable profits aceruing 
toa Miners’ Smelting Company; and as to the formation of such a com- 
pany, the Limited Liability Act affords facilities and securities such as 
were never before known in this kingdom. ; 

The proper management of a Miners’ Smelting Company, however, is 
a matter which would require serious and wise deliberation. It was from 
want of good business management that former companies failed. A 
Miners’ Smelting Company must have the support of the largely produc- 
tive mines. A meeting of mining adventurers and agents, such as was 
held at Truro, omthe mines rating question, could appoint a committee to 
consider the most feasible plan for carrying out this object; and a meet~ 
ing of London adventurers might do the same, and invite the co-operation 
of capitalists, if necessary. ‘The question is, whether the mining pro- 
prietors will adopt this course, and destroy the smelters’ monopoly; or 
whether they will remain in dependence upon the smelters, submitting 
always to the price the latter fix upon their ores, : ' 

There have been very few transactions in dividend mines during the 
week; but in some of the rising and improving mines sales have taken 
place. South Frances shares stand at about 330/.; the mine continues 
very productive, aud the 10/. dividends are likely to be resumed before 
the close of the year. Wheal Basset new lode is looking well, and it is 
believed other lodes will be laid open in the sett by cross-cut ; the quoted 
price of shares is about 300/, ‘There has been a falling off in the sales of 
ore from Wheal Buller; yet it is said the eastern part of the mine is im~- 
proving. West Seton is producing large quantities of ore, and shares have 
advanced, North Basset is raising ore of excellent quality. Alfred Con- 
sols is in an improving state. 

There have seldom been so many mines in the county deserving the at- 
tention of capitalists as there are at the prescnt time. I refer, more par- 
ticularly not to dividend mines, but to those that have made a consider- 
able outlay, which have machinery provided, which have laid open acon- 
siderable extent of ore ground, and are approaching a dividend state, 
Great South Tolgus, South Tolgus, Grambler and St. Aubyn, Wheal Mar- 
gery, South Ellen, West Stray Park, and two or three other promising 
mines in West Cornwall might be mentioned; whilst Gonamena and 
Craddock Moor are highly spoken of amongst the mines in the Caradon 
district. The preference which many capitalists show for foreign mines 
seems a very foolish one. They have not the same facilities for enquiring 
into and overseeing foreign speculations as they have in the case of 
British mines; and the progress of foreign mines is subject to many more 
contingencies than home mining. ‘The disappointments and losses some- 
times suffered by capitalists from home mining can generally be traced to 
their own rashness, and want of taking due business-like precautions. 
They should form the acquaintance of some local sharcholder, who is a 
man of intelligence, and has long been engaged in mining, and should re- 
quest him to recommend to them areal practical agent, one who has risen 
from the lowest grade by the force of his own merit,—a truthful, trust- 
worthy man, and one mh has a kind of genius for mining. Such men 
there are, although rarely to be found, and sometimes amongst the tri- 
buters, as well as amongst the minecaptains. Such a man is very valu- 
able; and when the capitalist has found him, he should employ him, not 
so much in reporting upon mines just commenced, but (if he wishes to 
make surer work for his pocket) in reporting upon the permanency of 
mines already paying dividends, and upon the prospects of mines which 
are increasing their sales of ore at the ticketings, and are nearly paying 
costs. ‘This would be the course of the prudent capitalist, who might 
still, if he wished it, invest to a smaller amount in more speculative mines, 
which have the advantages of a good position and promising lodes to re-: 
commend them, and might at any time, by a discovery, multiply tenfold 
the capital invested in them. There are many mines at this moment 
which have the advantage of a good position, contiguous to rich mines, 
and present excellent indications, such as Copper Hill, Clijah and Went- 
worth, Wheal Trefusis, East Basset, North and South Crotty, South Carn 
Brea, West Frances, North Frances, South Condurrow, East. Alfred Con-. 
sols, West Rosewarne, Wheal Hendon, &c.. There is, in fact, amongst 
the Cornish mines, at present prices, an excellent field open tor capitaliste, 
who, as. money becomes abundant and unemployed, will do themselves far 
more good by investing in our own mines, than by laying out theirmoney 
in foreign wild speculations. 

In East Wheal Rose, the recent improvement has caused some transac- 
tions in shares at about 322, East Falmouth is reported to have a good 
lead lode; shares about 3/. 10s. Wheal Ellen, in St. Agnes, has im- 
proved; shares from 24 to 25. The report of the managing agent of 
South Wheal Ellen, lately issued, states that the winze in the bottom of 
the 20 level west is producing 7 tons per fm,; the end driving on the flat 
lode west, 13 ton per fm. of rich ore; and the end in the 80 east, 2 tons 
per fm.; sales have been effected during the week at 8/., and shares are 
indemand. Boiling Well isin an improving state, and increasing its sales 
of ore, At East Basset account last week, a call of 3/. per share was made. 
The accounts from January to June were presented and allowed, showing 
a balance agginst the mine of 459/7.; tinstuff had been sold to the amount 
of 722. In South Seton, a new mine, and considered 2 promising one on 
account of its position, shares, on which only 17. has been paid, have 
changed hands at 10/. each. In tin mines there have not been many 
transactions; the fall of 47, per ton in the value of block tin will some- 
what affect those mines; still, the price of tin continues high. 

The Mines Rating Select Committee, it appears, have closed theirlabours 
for the present session; and it was gratifying to the mining interest to 
see the announcement in the Journal last weck, that it is not the inten- 
tion of the committee to offer any recommendation to the House with re- 
gard to the rating of mines. But it must not from that be inferred that 
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no bill on the subject will be introduced next session, The mining in- 
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= ante Larsen of ae old bill whieh has been with- 
. persevering inate set 0 e, and they will 
most probably bring in a new bill next year, and, tf possible, ‘ete the 
measure upon the Government, There must, therefore, be no relaxation 
ein the endeavours of those who have hitherto stood in opposition to the 
rating. They should make use of the interval between this and the next 
spa to stren then and consolidate their ranks, so as to promptly de- 
iy new bill which may be brought forward. 
the re should any new bill be defeated, it will have to be regreted 
. t the subject was ever agitated. Such an agitation can do no good, 
ut it y do some harm, as between lords and adventurers, and in other 
ways to the mining interest. 








THE IRON AND COAL TRADES OF STAFFORDSHIRE. 
(PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WOLVERHAMPTON.) 

Juxy 18.—The quarterly meetings closed at Dudley on Saturday last. 
The last two meetings did not present any new feature, and the trade must 
still be reported flat. I hear of a few orders from America, but they are 
to an exceedingly limited exteat ; and, unless a change takes place shortly, 


either lower rates must be expected, or wages must be reduced. For 
some weeks, at any rate, it is probable that the latter course will be adopted, in the 
hope that an autumn demand from the United States may impart renewed activity 
to the trade; but, during that time, needy makers who are compelled to accept or- 
ders at the rates they can secure will be pursuing a course which is generally ac- 
knowledged must tend to their ruin. The great difficulty is wages, which must be 
Tedaced if are tofall ; a strike would in that case not be unlikely, and thus the 
ete amely, the orders are going elsewhere, where they can be executed at 
wer rates—would be increased. This masters are very anxions to avoid, and hence 
Prices are adhered to, in the hope that a few weeks will witness a charge for the better. 
The Shropshire pig makers have resolred to maintain their prices, but in the 
district there isa qevecion by the best makers of from 2s. 6d., and’ 7s. ‘d. is now 
the rate for good hot-blast mine pigs, but some needy men who are compelled to 
= are lower prices. It has been reported in some papers that a re- 
action of 7s. 6d. in had taken place, but this does not apply to the best makers. 
The reneral trade of the district is almost equally depressed, but there are very 
good grounds for believing that this is only a temporary check to the improvement 
bes has recently experienced, and no doubt is entertained that a few weeks 
bring large orders, {t can scarcely be expected that the trausition from a state 
of war to can at once produce the effects which may reasonably be expected to 
flow from it; People’s means have been sorely taxed, and there is only the prospect 
of that taxation being reduced, while the reduction of the rate of interest has not yet 
existed long enough to lead to the commencement of works which have been await- 
ing easier rates. A company which obtained a bill for last year for providing an in- 
creased supply of water to this town by raising it from an affluent of the Severn, 
having purchased the works of an existing company, is now actively seeking to get 
off its shares, but it must be some time before they and similar undertakings will be 
Prepared to come into the market with orders for iron. 








IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
[PRom OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 

Jvuty 17,—The Staffordshire iron-makers still complain of the absence 
of orders, and as the malleable iron trade in other counties is governed in 
great measure by the position of its manufacture in Staffordshire, the York- 
shire and Derbyshire ironmasters are guided by it to a great extent; still, 
we believe that the Yorkshire houses are more fully employed, and realise 


better prices generally, than are obtained by their rivals at the seat of the 
iron trade. This may be accounted for from the fact that they have not 
deteriorated their “‘make” by the use of cinder pigs, the use of which has 
brought second qualities of Staffordshire iron into so great disrepute. The ironmas- 
ters’ mectings Were not so well attended, nor were orders freely given; it was, how- 
ever, decided to maintain prices, asthe autumn shipments were confidently expected 
to belarge. Bars still continue to realise 9%. per ton at the works, with a steady de- 
mand ; hoops are 10/., and orders have been more abundant recently. Derbyshire 
forge pigs are selling at from 75s. to 80s. per ton of 2240 lbs. Pigs from Cleveland 
district realise from 72s. 6d. to 77. 6d. per ton, delivered in*o the Yorkshire markets. 
Scoteh iron is not in much request, although, from its fluidity, it is employed in the 
foundries for light castings, but it is daily becoming of less importance in this branch 
of business, from the improvements which have been made in the quality of the 
feandry of the Cleveland district. 
The Coal Trade continues inthe languid state in which it has been for some time past; 
the stocks in Yorkshire are considerable, and, from the extension of coal workings, 
appear unlikely to be reduced, otherwise than by a closing of some of the pits, which 
Will not occur whilst present prices are maintained. The decrease in the price of 
coals in the neighbourhood of Farnsworth has led to a reduction in the wages of the 
men ; and on Friday the colliers employed at the extensive collieries in Little Hutton 
struck work ; about 100 men employed by Messrs. Gibson and Co., of Smith Fold Col- 
liery, and about the same number employed by Mr. Wright, in the same neighbour- 
hood, have also left work. The reduction is 10d. per pitload. The puddiers’ strike 
at Elsecar resulted in their being each ordered by the magistrates to pay for the eoal 
consumed from their negiccting their work. The managers of the Park Gate and the 
Midland Works were summoned by the men to give evidence as to the intense heat 
ss the men at each of the works from doing their work ; and this fine was 
posed because, contrary to the custom of the trade, the men hat left their work 
without giving any intimation to the manager at Elsecar [ron-Works of their inten- 
to do so, This was not the case at either of the other works referred to, but due 
Rotice was ciren, and the request to leave the working complied with. The strike at 
the Oaks Colliery, Barnsley, bas not terminated, the men being obstinate in their 
demands to have Mr. Minto, the manager, removed. The proprietors decline to re- 
move him, and have issued a notice that those colliers who choose may retarn to their 
and give the usual fortmight’s notice; after which they may leave, and have 
clearance papers. 

The directors of the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway, in their re- 
port, issued to the shareholders on Wednesday, make the following remarks, in refer- 
ence to the port of Grimsby :—** The Anglo-French Steam-Shipping Company have 

dy three steamers running between Grimsby and the ports of France; and the 
Temaining portion of their fleet may be expected to be similarly oceupied in the course 
of the year. In order to develop the resources of Grimsby, it will be necessary stil! 
further to extend the steam ication in ion with the port, which will 
be greatly promoted by the proprietors of this company assisting the directors in the 
Provision of capital necessary for these undertakings. Many of the directors and 
Officers of the company have invested capital in steamers for the benefit of the port, 
and they expect a more earnest co-operation on behalf of the general body of the pro- 
Prietary than, owing no doubt to the pressure of the times, they have yet had placed 
at their disposal. The directors remind the proprietors that the progress of Grimsby 
as a port for through traffic is now simply a question of adequate steam communica- 
tion.” As wehave previously stated, a very large export trade is expected to be done 
ia coals gn the plete establish of the company’s line of steamers. The rail- 
Way communication to Grimsby from the coal-producing districts of Lancashire and 
Yorkshire isexcellent; whilst the Great Northern is pouring in supplies from York- 
sbire to Hull, the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire line would be transmitting 
its coals to the port of Grimsby. 

The works on the Worcester and Hereford line are to be proceeded with as soon as 
ble, so that when completed, the Midland and Oxford, Worcester and Wolver- 
pton Railways will have other larger districts of country opened up to them for 

the development of their mineral traffic. Another meeting of the Boston and Slea- 
ford Mineral Railway will be held shortly, and we are glad to hear that the project 
is supported by the colliery owners of South Derbyshire generally, and by the land- 
owners through whose property the line will run. 











j MINING AND COMMERCE IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Bostoy, Jury 2.—Since our remarks of June 16, money has continued 
abundant in New York and Boston. In the former city the rate on call has been 5 
and 6 per cent., with discounts of short mercantile paper at 6 to7 percent. In Bos- 
ton, the banks have nearly supplied the wants of their customers at 6 per cent. The 
Street negociations of first-class paper have been mostly at 7 percent. Exchange on 
London continues at $10 per cent., or 84°89 to the 1/. sterling, which enables bankers 
to draw bills at a profit against remittances in specie. The exports of bullion con- 
tinue to be very large, but are more than offset by the receipts from California. 
Thus the New York banks continue to increase their loans to the amount of April 12 
last, the highest limit of expansion ever reached in that city.

The crops of breadstuffs in every section of the country bid fair to be equal to any 
of previous years. In the south and south-west the yield of cotton is promising. 

In the Western States money still commands exorbitant rates of interest. Some 
bankruptcies will ensue, not for want of large profits in the legitimate business of 
the past year, but from the tendency, produced by extraordinary success, to extra- 
vagant speculations in provisions, lands, and railroads. Beef, pork, and four have 
deciined rapidly. More lands have been bought, sold, and re-sold, than will supply 
the wants of immigration for years to come. Railroad facilities have in many sec- 
tions increased more rapidly than business required. Ail these fluctuations bave 
been aggravated by the s of a paper currency, issued in several States with 
little or no specie basis. Bat all matters of finances are gradually improving in every 
part of the United States, and it is safe to predict that daring the next ten years the 
Most rapid strides towards perfection in banking will be made, and a uniformly safe 
currency prevail thronghont the country.

THE IRON TRADE—ITS STATE AND PROSPECTS. vy 

Last Saturday concluded the quarterly meetings of the iron trade. It 
was held at the Hotel, Dudley, and aless attendance at any period never 
took place. It iscustomary to leave offers open from the Wednesday and 
Thursday till Saturday for a final decision; but as so little was done 
during the early part of the week in pig-iron and mine, and the disposition 
to purchase so slack, there was scarcely atithe of the manufacturers of 


the district present. The attendance was very small last Wednesday at 
Wolverhampton ; it was better on Thursday in Birmingham, but there 
was scarcely any business transacted. As I have often told you of late, 
so it is tobe said now—there are but few of the iron-works of South 
Staffordshire doing full work ; bars are in the best demand among a few 
of the marked iron-houses, though for boiler plates, at the same establish- 
ments, there is hardly an order. Sheet-iron generally is in fair demand, 
but as this description does not consume near the weight of forge bars as 
a merchant mill would, the effect is not so much felt in the consumption 
of pig-iron, It is no uncommon thing now to hear of quotations at from 
20s. to 25s. per ton lower than the declared price of the trade. It is 
quite true that such rates do not always operate against the connections 
of the old established houses of the district, where quality can always be | 
depended upon; but with people who are not well acquainted with the | 
trade it causes uncertainty in operation, and sometimes (should they be 
tempted by the price to make a trial of the low-priced iron) considerable 
loss. For exportation, where rates of freight are high, and where the im- | 
port duty is high too, it is never safe to purchase. ‘The Americans, who | 
are our largest customers, are fully alive to this. The time is past when | 
price was the desideratum; quality is the essential point upon which the 
buyers for the United States must be perfectly satisfied about, and it takes 
a considerable time before any house can establish itself as being trust- 
worthy in their make for that country. 
Pig-iron is increasing in stock, and very few sales have been effected 
during the quarter-day week. I noticed in my last that I had heard the 
report that Lord Ward had reduced his price of pig-iron 5s. Se ton. I 
now find that this was done by circular to the customers before Thurs- 
day ; but it should be stated, in fairness, that the price of his lordship’s | 
pigs was considered too high by that sum, and it was only to place his | 
make in the proper proportion with other sellers that it was done. Mine 
is more plentiful than it has been for the last two years, and coal also. 
I should be glad to hear of some furnaces being blown out, for I am quite 
sure there will not be a demand for the present great make of pig-iron, 
and of course we all know the effect of supply and demand upon price. 
You orI made a slight error last week ; it reads, inthe Mining Journal 
of the 12th, that the return of pig-iron for Somersetshire and Devonshire, 
for the year 1855, is only 4940 tons for the former, and 1500 tons for the 
latter. It should have been “iron ore,” and not “‘pig-iron.” There is 
no return of pig-iron from those counties, nor from Cornwall. In Ireland, 
too, it should have been “iron ore,” 576 tons for the year; there is no 
return of pig-iron given.—lronmaster : Worcester Journal, thia day.

 Morttve Power.—Mr. Samuel Wolff, of Independence, Missouri, U.S., 
obtained provisional protection (patent not eee with) for improvements in ob- 
taining motive power founded on the well-known law of nature, that when a body is 
placed in a fluid of greater ific gravity that itself it will have a tendency to rise, 
and when placed in a fluid of a less epecitie gravity it will havea tendency to fall, In 
applying this law of neture to the production of motive pewete he proposes to con- 
struct an endless hollow or light chain, the links of which when put together shall 
present the appearances of a eylindieni cord or band of a uniform diameter through- 
out its length. This chainis mountedupon a pair of guide wheels, which are capable 
of adjustment to bring thechain to tension, and the chain is made to traverse through 
one or two vertical cylinders. The cylinder through which the chain travels up- 
wards is filled with mereury, water, or otfier heavy fluid, and the chain made to 
enter at. the bottom of the cylinder, which is closed with a proper valve or stuffing- 
box to keep in the flaid; and when two cylinders are employed the chain is passed 
down the secotid cylinder, which ia filled with hydrogen gas, and closed at its ends 
to retain the gas in the cylinder. The tendency of the mercury or other fluid in the

‘* Under these circumstances, it can hardly be necessary to remark that the exist.

tional phenomenon.” D 

** To those who are conversant with the experiments that have been made conzern, 
ing the action of slow galvanic currents of feeble power on mixed mineral Substances 
containing water, the filling up of crevices with crystalline minerals will be Jess g 
mystery than it is often regarded.” 

It will be observed from the above observations that Prof. Ansted has 
studied his subject to advantage in the field, and pays more regard to the 
science of geology, founded on his practice, than he does on the ord'na 
geological theorics. We hope many others will follow his example, th 
further states— 

“The phenomena that require minute attention and accurate record in reference 
to a particular mineral vein or lode under examination are numerous, varied, and 
sometimes ditficust to ascertain. In the first place, there is the crop of the lode~ity 
bearing not only where first seen, but generally as estimated along a considerable 
distance, its relation to the stratified rocks of the district, or to the principal direction 
of the cleavage planes, or joints in crystalline rocks.” 

Prof, Ansted observes it is very rare that— 

** One is enabled to glean from the reports of wor be were even the most ¢s. 
sential facts on which a judgment has been based, and the almost total absence of such 
systematic statements as may lead ultimately to useful generalisations.” 

A part of this, doubtless, arises from the feeling that mining adven- 
turers, to whom such reports are addressed, neither understand nor care 
for anything beyond the resulting opinion of the raporters, However, 
there can be no doubt whatever but that the majority of such reports are 
merely founded on conjectures, too often written in accordance to the 
wishes of the interested parties. 

Again, there are many reports most elaborately drawn out, embracing 
all the objects required, which are never published, for various causes, 
Scientific miniag reports, however good they may be, if they be liable to 
disturb the stereotyped geological theories of the day, they are not ace 
ceptable at our scientific societies; and if permitted to be read they are 
opposed and received with such bad taste, and then reduced when printed 
into a mere abstract in the Transactions, which are seldom read by the 
public, that few persons will take the trouble to send copies of their re 
ports for such purposes. 

However, we are glad to see a change for the better ; and we trust Pro- 
fessor Ansted will receive such encouragément in reading his mining re- 
ports at the Geological Society, as will induce others to follow his example, 

The following will show that the character of the mineral ground of 
Cuba is very similar to our own :— 

“The copper lodes of the Cobre and St. Jago occur in large-grained porphyry; 
they run about east and west, and underlay south, and are intersected by north and 
south joints and cross-courses, thus showing a very great resemblance to our mot 
productive eopper districts. All the slides and cross-courses dip west, ranging 4 little 
east of north and west of south.” 

Professor Ansted notes a very important fact with regard to the inter 
nal temperature. 

‘The temperature of the lode in the upper levels is about 9% Fabr., both in the 
levels and in the rock. Lower down, the air becomes much cooler; and in the 130 
fm. level I observed the thermometer to stand at 86° in a sma!! sump near a slide, 
and at 88 in a hole opened in the rock, not in the orey part of the vein.” 

We have frequently pointed out that the high temperature oceasionally 
experienced in mines arises from the decomposition of minerals or other 
chemical causes, and not from internal fire, which is so dogmatically a» 
sumed by the generality of geologists and their students. 

Professor Ansted concludes his report by stating that “ there are few 
or no marks of direct igneous action, in the ordinary sense of the term. 

We recommend the pamphlet to the careful perusal of both professors and 
practical men ; it will afford matter of profitable enquiry and comparison.

The novelties 
of the invention consist in the decarbonisation of raw or crude pig-iron, melted on 
the bed of a reverberatory furnace, or obtained in a molten or fluid state direct from 
the blast-furnace, by adding to such melted metal any chemical re-agent which by its 
decomposition will evolve dements capable of combining with the carbon, and re- 
uting upon silicon, alaminum, sulphur, phosphorus, arsenic, or any other delete- 
rious substance or impurity contained in the iron, and will, by the generation of car- 
boule oxide or pe Aes acid gases (which will not combine with the iron, and will 
neessarily fly off or enter into combination with the scoria or earthy matters), cause 
them to separate from the iron, the impurities contained in the metal being thus got 
ridof either by volatilisation, or by reason of the difference in the specific gravity ot 
the various substances; and the use of sulphate of iron or its chemical equivalent for 
the required purpose, by adding it to cast-iron when it is being melted for the pur-

Dissolve a quartity of cyanide of potassium in water , then nearly fill a porous cell, 
or other suitable diaphragm, with some of this solution; the remainder is placed in a 
sone or other suitable vessel. The porous cell is then placed in this solution, allow- 
ing the solution in each vessel to be at about the same height. Attach a piece or se- 
veral pieces of copper or other suitable metal to the positive wire of a battery or other 
spparatas for generating the current of electricity, and these pieces of copper or other 
netal are put into the porous cell; then attach a piece of zinc to the negative wire of 
abattery or other apparatus, and immerse this zinc in the solution in the larger ves- 
wl; then add a given quantity of liquid ammonia to the solution in the larger vessel, 
and allow the whole to remain under the influence of the current until enoughof the 
tine is dissolved to form a good solution, When the required amount of zinc is dis- 
wired, remove the porous cell and its contents, and add to the solution in the larger 
vewel a quantity of carbonate of potassa, The solution is to be worked with a zinc 
wmode and brisk battery power when depositing on iron or steel.—Articles of cutlery 
may be coated by the above process,

compared with the corresponding week of 1855.
